Observers To Urge Refugees Home

to encourage hundreds of thousands of refugees from 
ethnic bloodshed to return home without fearing for 
their lives. 


The demand was announced by US former President 
Jimmy Carter at the end of a five-nation summit he 
chaired in the Tunisian capital, concerning refugees 
from Rwanda and violence in neighbouring Burundi. 


Rwanda and Burundi called for international help in 
the training of their armed forces, Carter added. In both 
countries, the minority Tutsis dominate the army, which 
is in conflict with extremists from the Hutu majority. 


Carter said heads of state from the Great Lakes region of 
central and east Africa agreed to carry out commitments 
first made at a summit last November, while recognising 
that difficulties persisted. 


On Sunday, the five leaders went before video cameras 
to tape an appeal to refugees from Rwanda, recovering 
from the genocidal civil war of 1994, and Burundi, prey 
to violence between its own Hutu majority and Tutsi 
minority, to go back to their homelands.

“If the RPF is serious when it speaks of transparency, 
why was it so opposed to the extension of the mandate 
of the UN Assistance Mission in Rwanda, which ended 
on 8 March, only to ask for other observers later,” the 
RPF wondered. 


"The Rwandan people need a government of consensus 
more than observers who are selected and then thrown 
out according to the caprices of the RPF,” according to 
the communique of the organization. 


The RPF, whose military victory put an end to the 
genocide of Tutsis and moderate Hutus in July 1994, 
resulting in at least 500,000 dead, has so far refused to 
hold discussions with the refugee spokesmen whom it 
Classes as the officials of the former regime responsible 
for the massacre.

The statement said new investments were required to 
stimulate growth in the manufacturing sector, following 
the decline in output during the fourth quarter of 1995.
